Marcus Armelle Kerine is one of the most gifted outdoor nude art/glamour 
photographers in the world today. Marcus is fascinated by the incredible 
beauty and sensuality of the female form and he captures it in his inimitable 
style, over and over again. He is one of the pillars of VOLO Magazine and a 
master in his class of photography. 



“I’ve always been fascinated by the beauty and sensuality of the female body. It reminds me 
of purity, sensitivity, vulnerability, timelessness and eroticism. But practicing this activity is 
not very obvious and easy, where I come from. I live on a small island where most people do 
not have that artistic and aesthetic approach to the representation of a naked body, nudity is 

(especially) rather seen as something unhealthy. 


At the beginning, my inspiration was Uwe Ommer, 
through his book “Black Ladies” that I keep pre¬ 
ciously in my library. Where I live, about 85% of 
the population is black and mestis. That is the reason 
why most of the pictures I take depict black women. 
Of course, I refuse to limit myself to ethnicity. I reg¬ 
ularly photograph women of all types, as I travel a lot. 


The women I had the opportunity to photograph are 
women who had the courage to defy the prejudices. 
Most of them gave me the confidence that posing nude 
bring them well-being and fulfillment, as well as the 
great self-satisfaction (shared with the photographer, 
ultimately) at the sight of the result. 


Today, when I shoot all the inspiration comes on-the-fly, in close complicity with the model 
and in harmony with the surrounding envirronement at the moment of the photoshoot. 


I especially love the natural pictures, taken with available light. ”

MARC BOILY talks about this shoot for VOLO 

“When Tina and Ifirst collaborated it was on a traditional studio shoot. After¬ 
wards, we talked about exploring more creative themes and decided we wanted to 
do something contrasting the soft, graceful lines of the female body with raw, jag¬ 
ged ones created by nature. Our home in British Columbia is a perfect backdrop 
for such bold incongruities. The scenery here is diverse, and after some research 
we settled on the rock formations atjackis Cove, less than a two-hour ferry ride 
from Vancouver. 

These formations are caused thousands of years of wind and water erosion. 
But we had to move quickly, because many of these setups are only available at 
specific tide levels and both the weather and tides can change in a flash. It was 
certainly a challenge but we had planned ahead and were always cognizant of 
our surroundings during the shoot. It definitely helped that Tina has plenty of 
experience. We both feel this was a very successful first attempt and we plan to 
visit several similar locations with a few different creative concepts in the near 
future. ”
